We have board 
meeting at 1pm so we'll be focused on that for the next couple of 
hours but if we were interested in sending out a press release as a 
counter narrative to the UTLA rally at 4pm do you think you could 
help us with that? This is broadly about co-locations but it is being 
directed at Extera. We have strong results, two great school 
leaders at both EPS2 campuses (Eastman and Lorena), we try very 
hard to be good citizens on our co-locations and we are being 
recognized by Innovate Public Schools as one of the top schools in 
LA for our results with low-income, Latino students particularly in 
the area of math. 

I agree we should not send parents or staff into the fray but I don't 
feel so good about allowing UTLA to completely own the narrative 
on our Eastman co-location or co-locations broadly.

I hope all is well. Jason Rudolph and I were on the phone with our legal 
and facilities team yesterday. I am looping in Ebony, too. While we don’t 
plan to mobilize for tomorrow, we do plan to begin a proactive campaign 
on Prop. 39 to rachet down tension, call on the District to improve Prop. 
39 co-locations, and ask the District publicly to direct M&O fees to our 
partner site.
